The rejection under 35 USC 103(a) has been withdrawn in light of applicant's 
amendment and argument filed November 18, 2003. The claims as amended eliminate 
the addition of alcohol or ketone in step (a) of the claimed process. However, the prior 
art, which teach the addition of alcohol or ketone in said step, does not provide 
motivation for the elimination of said additives as recited by the instant invention.
